Time to Confine Roosters

Confine the cockerels and produce
only infertile eggs during the hot
weather, says a circular published vy
the Nebraska College of Agriculture,
Infertile eggs keep better and should
bring more money Lhan fertile epgs.
Other suggestions in the cireular
are:  Keep the nests elean. Pro-
vide one nest for every six hens.
Gather eggs twice daily or oftener.
Market the eggs twice weekly or of-
tener. Keep eggs in a cool, dry, well
ventilated place. Do not keep epus
near kerosene, onions or nther odor-
iferous material,  Protect eggs from
the sun when taking them to market.
Learn to candle egps. See how spoil-
ol epgs look before a candle, then
look at some good eggs, Your luyer
will show you some difference in
egps.  Sell to a buyer who pays more
for infertile eggs,
